County Commissioner Paul Rar- 
din said today that plans are near- 
ly complete for erection of a new 
Public Health Center in Pahokee 
under a cooperative plan to be ex- 
ecuted by Palm Beach County, the 
City of Pahokee and the federal 
government under the Hill-Burton 
Act. Cost of the center will be in 
the neighborhood of $20,000, Com- 
missioner Rardin ‘said. 

Of the total, 35 per cent or $7,000 
will come from federal participa- 
tion and the remaining 65 per cent, 
$13,000 will be split evenly by Palm 
Beach County and City of Pahokee. 
Commissioner Rardin said that 


į fruition of the health center plan 


comes after nearly two’ years of 
planning and effort. 

Present plans call for erection of 
the handsome, modern building, on 
land adjacent to the City Hall in 
Pahokee. Operation of the health 
center will be under the direction 
of the Paim Beach County Health 
Department with Dr. C. L. Brum- 
back as director. 

Commissioner Rardin said that 
the new center building will be 
built out of concrete blocks and 
modern in every detail. Its interior 
design will meet specifications of 
the State Health Department and 
its use in Pahokee to serve the Pa- 
hokee-Canal Point community will 
provide a much needed facility for 
carrying on public health work un- 
der the county health department:
